Until recently I have been making do with 
Tasword 2 on my +2, but now I've finally 
got Tasword +2. 

The problem was that the software built 
in to the Interpreter Centronics interface 
does not cater for Tasword +2 r only for 
Tasword 2. So, as you may understand, 1 
was more than a little peeved that I could 
not get my new word processor to worK 
with it, 

Whilst trying to get it to work lor what 
must have been the fiftieth time I 
discovered that there is a large blank bit 
of code in Tasword +2, around address 
60000 or so, and that the reason the 
Interpreter software, which starts at 
address 64500 and is 903 bytes long, did 
not work is lhat it had overwritten part of 
the Tasword +2 code, causing the 
program to crash. My brother and I tried 
relocating the code - with some success 
- but then decided that it might be better ji 
we tried 'knocking off" the last hundred 
bytes of Interpreter code (it's not needed 
to work in conjunction with the word 
processor as it's used for hi-res screen 
dumps).
